And, finally, the defense and 
other federal spending reductions 
are necessary to keep total out- 
| lays from rising in years to come: 
that is, to keep the total from 
growing as fast as revenues and 
eating up prospective surpluses. 

If an economically significant 
tax cut is to be made without un- 
balancing the budget, there would 
have to be more surplus revenues 
than the current pattern of $1,500,- 
000,000 to $2,000,000,000 a year.

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Citizens Can Ease 


Renewal Headaches 


The Fulton County Grand Jury which 
concluded its two-month session last 
week quite properly turned its attention 
to urban renewal—the urgent need for 
clearing blighted areas and progress be- 
ing made on the problem. It came up with 
some constructive conclusions worthy of 
adoption. 


Noting that a workable program now 
has been set up, the jury believes that 
complications and delays can be mini- 
mized if Mayor Hartsfield will appoint_a 
citizens advisory group to work with the 
city. It would be composed of representa- 
tive citizens and would assist in getting 
better community cooperation and sup- 
port. 

We suggest to the mayor that such a 
committee might indeed be helpful to him 
and the newly created department of ur- 
ban renewal. Both are well aware of the 
problems which go with a project of such 
magnitude—acquiring the blighted prop- 
erty, rehousing of thousands of dis- 
placed families, proper redevelopment of 
cleared areas and public irritation and 
resistance to it all. 

Cexfainly the urban renewal program 
is one of the most important projects ever 
undertaken in downtown Atlanta. It 
should be pushed with all possible speed. 
Anything which can be done to ease the 
task of those responsible for its comple- 
tion should be welcomed. 

The jury also recommended that all 


functions in connection with the work 
should be coordinated and lines of respon- 
sibility established. It pointed out that 


the multiplicity of agencies is tending .to 
cause overlapping of effort without clear 
definitions of responsibility. 

The jurors suggested that the prop- 
er cdordinating agency should be the 
Metropolitan Planning Commission, 
which for so long has been concerned 
with’ the problem. This is a good sugges- 
tion. 

The important thing is that the pro- 
gram be put on schedule, kept on schedule 
and as many delays as possible avoided. 
Planning in minute detail will ease the 
inevitable frictions and make the city's 
job easier. Citizen participation, as sug- 
gested by the jury, certainly would help. 

Surely there can be no objection from 
any source that each sueceeding grand 
jury appoint a committee to lend such 
aid as “may be indicated.’ 

Progress on urban renewal in recent 
months has been commendable. But the 
t headaches. still are ahead—as the 
fully aware and as the jury clearly 
These can be lessened by fore- 
planning and public education.

place. Also modern housewives 
no doubt are good planners. When 
the meal is finished and the serv- 
ing dishes are empty, we have 
afi indication that the cook pro- 
vided just enough and not too 
much. But I presume that many 
housekeepers are pretty adept in 
the use of garbage disposal de- 
vices. It is easier to throw away 
the leftovers-than to put them 
in the refrigerator! Americans 
throw away so much food. This 
is an extravagance the rest of 
the world cannot comprehend. 

But I think there is another 
reason why Jesus asked that the 
fragments be collected. Not only 
were these leftovers silent: re 
minders of the abundance which 
God supplies but they could be 
used to nourish others. Perhaps 
Jesus had in mind numerous 
homes where there never was 
bread enough to meet minimum 
daily needs. I presume He sent 
His disciples to the homes of the 
poor where the bread was dis- 
tributed until the five baskets 
were: empty. I know the Bible 
gives no details about the use of 
this leftover bread but it would 
have been just lke Jesus to do

last longer; if the condition is 
neglected . completely, distress 


may be continuous. Nowadays, 
few cases go on to total incapac- 
ity. 

The afflicted individual must be 
careful of his diet. Foods such 
as liver, smelts, sweetbreads, kid- 
neys, herring, meat extracts, 
goose, bacon, mackerel, sardines 
and salmon are rich in purines. 
These chemicals are not metabo- 
lized in a normal fashion by the 
gouty and accumulate in the 
blood and tissues. Pain stems 
from —an_ overabundance of -urale 


crystals in the joints and cCarti- . 


lages. 

The remedies used in treat- 
ment are not of practical value 
in preventing new attacks. 
Several years ago, probenecid 

was introduced to ward off re- 
currences. It has no pain reliev- 
ing properties but acts on the kid- 
neys to reduce the uric acid level 
in the blood. 


The drug is nontoxic and can 
be taken continuously for years 
without ill effects. It works 
well that users can be more lib- 
eral with their diet without run- 
ning the risk of a return engage- 
ment.
